The following ia an excerpt from a 

reiiKiiKabli' liibuic to Arolihistiop 

Ireland and tbe church which appears 
in tbe last issue of the Bellman, a 
non-Catbolic paper publisbed at Min- 
aeajMlis. It was written with refer- 
ence to tbe laying of tbe comer 
stone of the new St. Paul Cathedral. 
After referring to tbs many dlatin- 
gtiished chnrounen presant, tbe Bell- 
ninn says: 

Tnwerlng over all by reason of liis 
distiiipiiiKliPil porsontility, liis rank in 
the olmrcli. liis sifrnal ;i,hilily and his 
stronfr i)osition in the ri'f^aril and af- 
fection of the people of the North- 
west, irrespoetivo of relig-ioiis belief, 
was Aiclibislio]) helaii'i. exalted with 
fine zeal for (lod aid iimuanity, 
proud in the realization of a lon^ 
cherished dream, yet humble in the 
sincere acknowledgement that only 
through the benencient goodness of 
tbe Most High, to whom alone he as- 
cribed all success, eonld bis great 
obnrcb bare accomitUshed Ita magnif i- 
oent work. It was not only tbe 
greatest day in tbe history of the 
Catholics of tbe Xorthwest, it wns 
more — a day to rejoice all those who 
bellere in and hope for th« ultimate 
victory on earth of the principles of 
the gospel. Well mlffht thte loyal and 
devoted Catholic feci proud of tie 
great demonstration, yet there was 
occasion also for the liberal spirited 
Protestant to join in the g'ratification 
of the event; it marked not alone a 
Catholic but a Christian irlampb In 
its broadest and best seis". 

The Hellinan Is a Protestant tech- 
nically, perhaps a "heFctio."' a;tlio\u'li 
the wonl seems harsh wln'n con- 
sidered in eoniiection with the spirit 
of rclifrious toleration and freedom 
which finds expression in the North- 
west \inder the leadership of such 
men as Archbishop Ireland, Bishop 
Cotter. Itishop McOolrick, Bishop 
Schwebach and other clergy of Cath- 
olic faith. Xeverth'eless when the 
splendid achievements "f the Catholic 
church, both spiritual and material, 
are considered, the Bellman bows in 
reverent and respectful admiration to 
the great religions organization 
which celebrated with sach fitting 
honor and sneta derout fervor the lay- 
ing of tbe comer stonto of its St. 
Paul Cathedral. There are those who 
affect to see in the might and power 
of this grand, organization, which 
bears the banner of the cross, a 
menace to American institutions; a 
temporal allegiance to on alien 
power which may demand from 
American citizenship such sacrifices 
as are incompatil)le with true fidel- 
ity to the State. This sentiment, 
oiice more pr.-vatent than it now 
happily Is. occasionally finds expres- 
sion from Protestant pulpits. It Is 
nnwortliy and \in-('liristian. What- 
ever may be the attitude of the Tnth- 
olic chiireh toward the State in other 
countries and whalc-vcr may be the 
in<lividual exjircssion of this attitude 
ill jHirtions of our own land, this we 
of the Northwest l<ni>w. for by their 
works we jndpe tbi in, these brothers 
of the Catholic faith, that no tmer 
or better .\merlcans, no more praise- 
worthy olil^eiis, nor followers of a 
more exalted standard of living tolst 
among us than the fatthfol oAtrente 
of this charoh. 

We can not recognise any distinc- 
tion between Catholic and Protestant 
in the discbarge of the citisen's duty 
to bis country.. If therte be any. it 1» 
certainly not to the disadvantage of 
the former. In the upbuilding of the 
Northwest the Catholic has done at 
least an equal share. In all that con- 
tributes to the better and nob1<T am- 
bitions of humanity: to .harlty. to 
the care of the orphan, lo the comfort 
of the distressed and the i>pace of 
the soul, where shall we justly pla<-e 
the ralhnlii. church but in the very 
front rank of human agencies direct- 
ed toward the ilevelopment of divine 
bencK^ence? The narrowness of 
soul, the smallness of mind that 
would detract by distrust and donbt 
from t.he splendid achievements ac- 
complished iliroM-h the Cat hoUo faith 
by its priests and laymen, must be 
pitiful indeed not to be abl'e to rec- 
ognize that an underlying spirit of 
humility ond true righteousness Is 
the very mainspring of all these good 
works which this church has done, 
is doing and will continue to do. 

The emintent and honored prelate 
also said: "America in its turn needs 
religion; it needs good and virtuous 
men and women, loyal and trust- 
worthy citizens." He might also have 
added that America n^eds tbe Cath- 
olic church. NVver in the history of 
this land was there preater need than 
now for the great restraininp. con- 
servative influence which that church 
is able to exercise upon the wayward 
spirit of the nation. It is doinp what 
no other religious body of less In- 
flexible standards and inferior power 
of orpanization can attempt 
suc.essfullv: a service to mankind 
the value of which is beyond »U 
power of estimation. It sUnds im- 
movably in a world of mnUWe, 



changing purposes, pointing steadily 
to the value of law, disoipline and 
order; proclaiming the beaaty and 
worth of self-aaorifloe and service; 
teaching tiie leaaona of obedUcnoe and 
humility. With its strong arm it 
gently but firmly restrains Its people 
from following tbe dangerous paths 
which lead to chaos and Mds them 
find their anchor for tbe present and 
hope for the future In the quiet and 
sanctity of tbe church's influence. 

The Protestant as well as the Cnt'.i 
olio has reason to be gratifieil by 
the evident prowth and prosperity i f 
the church as indicated by the erec- 
tion of St. Paul's noble Cathedral. As 
for .Archbi.shop .Tohn Ireland, we of 
a somewhat different faith will not 
consent to be non-participants in the 
satisfaction which tlie <-ont'empla*jOii 
of such a character affords hum"riity. 
We must insist that he bclonps to 
ns also— is of us a ]>art of the same 
national family. He is a citizen, as 
we are. In the nation, if not in the 
church, we share the benefits of his 
tolenant good will toward mankind, 
the results of his devotion to the 
cause of humanity, the value of his 
example, tbe healtiiful influence of 
his optimism and the insplTatlon of 
his sound eousel. We who are not of 
his church, yet within i<eaeh of its 
benign influence, acknowledge the 
power for good which he exerts and 
his exalted and ennoblinp' standard 
of citizenship. We honor the great 
churchman, rejoice in the success 
of his efforts and join fervently in 
the hope that he may long bo spared 
to carry forward the work of the 
Ma ti r \\!,<i!n he valiantly serves.

Mtai VieJai Sellr, the noted Irish 
hoiplat, BOW residing in London, has 
furnished the basis for the following 
Inlerestinp story of Hie national mu- 
sical instrument of her native land. 

The story of the harp is best told 
in Ireland, for thouph the harp is as 
old as the world almost, and figures 
in the relics of nations that were 
young with the world, and are now 
no more, it Is more closelv connected 
with Ireland's song and story, ancient 
and modem, than with that of any 
other of the great national families. 
The Aryan settlers of Ireland brought 
their harps with them from Westexn 
Asia and Eastern Europe, upon which 
the praise of the Creator was played, 
and through all tbe stories of war 
and wassail, in great national gather 
ings, and individual chieftain's 
festivities, and at funerals, the 
harper has been an important person- 
age, and the playing of the harp a 
regular and well paid profession. 
Cambrensis tells of abbots and bish- 
o|is who, in tha fifth century, trar- 
eled about with their harps, utilizing 
their music to holj) w in souls to Ood— 
to melt sinners' hearts. 

In '..".0 .\. I), there was :i preat tlir"e 
days" n.ilional parliament or Keis at 
Tara, at which over a thousand b.inls 
were, present with their harps— boMi 
cniit and cloir.se »ch. In the fictli and 
sixth centuries Irish r.ii.' sionarie ; in- 
troduced the harp inro Unplan i, and 
even so late as the eleventh century 
the practicto continued amonp the 
Welsh bsrds of receiving instructions 
in the bardie profession from IrelamV 
At the Eisteddfod In Caerwys, in lioo, 
W«Ish music was codified under the 
direction of the Irish bard Malachi. 
and twenty-four musical canons were 
adopted. And so it went on. Not 
only was the harp a necessity in 
every Irish home, but Irish harpers 
were down tn the -very daj^ of ibe>f | 
Knglish invasion a r^ognised institu- 
tion In England, Scotland and Wales. 
Tha musician was generally the poet 
and historian, though the bard and 



borrowed Irish ones. The spirit of 
music was there, and the genius was 
there, but today the mass of the peo- 
ple have no music in their homes and 
no knowledge of tbe science that 
was once their common property. To 
the thoughtful Irish striving for e 
national standard for their country, 
it points a very great and a very 
sad lesson. However there Is no doubt 
but that the tenacity and fidelity of 
the Irish race to their own ideals— 
an eminently musical people— will be 
asserted, and that It is only a ques- 
tion of time when the harp of Ire- 
land will once more be the popular 
musical instniinont <if Ilibernia. The 
great languaRo and industrial move- 
ments of today are making rapid 
strides in reviving all the praise- 
worthy customs of other days, and] 
the harp will soon replace the Eng- 
lish concertina and German melodeon.

Just think of it! ShouM war begin 
the United States would be placed 
by circumstances on the dennsive 
and be confronted by the prcUeai 
of protecting her possessions in the 
Pacific Japan's chief effort would 
naturally be directed against the 
Philippines; but th'e order of her 
]irocedure might be varied. Some ex- 
jierts hold that Japan would imme- 
diately on the outbreak of war dis- 
patch an expedition to take Manila 

ami seize lire islands, confining her 
effort for ili" lin.e to ih,-!' opera- 
tlons. Others think that she would 
lirst endeavor to cut our lines of cotn- 
muiibatioiis with the Phlllipplnes, 
by seizinp (iuam anil Hawaii, tbus 
making the task of defending the 
Philippines harder, and vastly in- 
creasing the diffiwulty of retaking 
them should they succumb early in 
the struggle. We need accept, at 
present, neither of these views; but 
as much the same propositions are 
Involved in both undertakings, and 
a solution of one applies directly to 
the other, it is well to discuss the 
lirobabilities involved in a Japanfese 
attempt to take Hawaii first. 

In case of war with Japan tbe 
United States would be confronted 
from the beginning oi such a war 
with the necessity of holding Hawaii, 
and then preparing to i<^ke the 
Philippines. This would mean a pro- 
longed end very expensive conflict; 
for It need not be presumed that 
if tbe American people should enter 
u|>on such a war they would permit 
tliieir (ioveriiment to abandon it >intil 
victory was secured or the futility 
of further effort firmly established. 
Th** problems which wouhl cimfront 
(he navul and military authorities of 
the T'nited States would be: First, 
to wrest naval control of .\8iatic 
waters from .lapan; second, to uSe 
this control, if secured, to blockade 
the coast of Japan as effeettvely as 
possible, in order to cripple her trade 
and Industry, and prevent tbe rein- 
foroement and supply of Japanese 
troops to the Philippines; third, to 
dispatch enough troops to the Philip- 
pines to defeat the Japanese armies 
there and recover possession of the 
islands. While to aooomplisb all this

.\ prominent official ot St. James' 
court Is record td as saying: "The 
best reason for the adotion of the 
harp ss representative of Ireland was 
that It represented Ireland Itself in 
being such an insmment that it re- 
quired more cost to keep In tune 
than It was worth," which remark, 
coming from that source, quite com- 
]diments the Irish people. 

Oalilei, writing In 183,'), praises the 
Irish harp and acknowledpes Italy's 
indebtedn'tvss to Ireland for it. I'.acou 
said about the same time. '.No harp 
hath the sound so meltlnp and pro- 
lonped as the Irish harp." .\ French 
historian, w rit inp in 11144. said. "The 
Irish are ver_\ fond of the harp, on 
whieli they nearly all jilay.'' I'mler 
Charles I. ib' I .ii]) was still com- 
monly in the hiuiil- of the Irish jico- 
ple, ever.v house havinp one or two 
Then came Cromwell and a fierce cru- 
sade was begun against Irish music. 
His rage could not stand the sight 
of an Irish harp, and by his orders 
they were not only confiscated, but 
broken into pieces wherever found in 
Ireland. Archdeacon Lynch, in Ire- 
land at that time, in the aeereey of 
his hiding place, wrotte a History of 
the Irish hsrp, giving the minutest 
details of its convtruction and ap- 
pearance in Its various forms so that 
posterity might know that there had 
been such an instrument in Ireland 
in common use. 

.\fany of the Irish harpers fle<1 to 
the continent In these dark days, and 
from 170fi on wr- find the Irish harji 
in llavaiia and in France fitted with 
pedals, and then with double jieilals, 
and ot b> rwis-ti impro> i-<l and enlarpeJ 
With the Irish it had been iised to 
accompany the vo'oe print ipally, b\it 
Handel wr.d • pii-fs for it in his 
. rchestral ins'run> nt of great, dig- 
nity and value. Numerous attempts 
in later timew have been msde to 
revive the old life of the harp in Ire- 
land. In Belfast especially, during 
the past century, assouUtions were 
formed for the cultivation of the 
harp and tha making of it was en- 
couraged by liberal purchasers. 

In MOO every house in Ireland bad 
its harp or two, when Eogland and 
SeotUnd and Wales hid i|onls but

Every American citizen is i)roud of 
West Point Military Academy where 
young men are trained in military 
tactics in order to be prepared lor 
the defense of thtlr country if 
called upon. Foreign soldiers who 
have visited West Point say it is the 
most thoroughly equijiped of any of 
the military academies of th ! world. 
Hie gradutes from West Point come 
from the common people and not 
from the aristocracy, as in some 
countries in Kuropc. .Mteiition to 
duty is the 1 baracteristie of the grad- 
uate ol \\ i M Point. I'he art of war 
is a ii.iiijjlex one and John C Cal- 
houn, au Irish-American who was 
.Secretary of War in 1817, saw, after 
the second war with Great Britain 
that It would be necessary to have 
a man at the head ot the military 
academy who had thorough training 
in discipline and he selected fbr this 
position Nathaniel Thayer, of Massa* 
chusetts, a graduate of Dartsmonth 
College, and made him superin- 
femiii. The system devised by 
■|'ha\cr is almost identical with the 
pl.in in use in the acaedmy today. 

Soldier making w a.s a theme of 
ulileh Col, I'liaNcr had un almost in- 
tuitive com]>rehension. He realized 
that it was not a matter of <'urricu- 
Iiim merely, but as well of physique 
and character. It was necessary to 
jiroduce a type. So thorouph was his 
jdan that up to .Scci.Mary Klihu 
Root's admini^ration no changes 
were made In requirements except a 
more complete knowledge of geopra 
phy and United States history. Tin 
cadet is not a free agent at colb v 
left to elect at will what pleases h 
itidi\idiMl tastes and develops h 
own propensities. Wftst Pointe 
after being graduated, are to fi 
as only happens at one other ir 
lution, the .Xnnapolis Naval .\e 
one fK!eupation. They are domii 
by the sjiirit of the corps and must 
have or develop the taste of the 
soldier. There is no fear of loss in- 
dividually, of beeominp a machine. 
The courses, prepared with a definite 
aim and balance, are taken by all 
with the certainty that a thorough 
knowledge of fundamental principles 
and how to ajiply them Is a higher 
standard of scholarship than a sbal* 
low knowledge of wider scope.

IRISHMEN IN AMERICA. 



The Important Part They Played in Settling This Country and 

Securing Its Independence.

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The pi-finiinent part which the Irish! 
took in tlic settlement of the orifrinol 
tliirlfcn .'!iatr> of tlic fTiKni is net 
tinderstooU liy many Irisli-AiiKricaiis 
iir other .Vinericans of the i)rcs<'nt 
iluy May 13, 1607, Capt. Newport dis- 
••nibarlc«d Capt. John Smith and his 
\ ipffinia colonltta, coniUtinir of "poor 
^••ntlemen. trsdmmen, serving men 
and llberttnea." On November 21. 
1620, the Mayflower arrived at Cape 
Cod and a few we«ks Inter the one 
hundred and three souls on board 
landed at the hlatorio rook of Ply- 
mouth. It aoon ibeoame olivioiis to

By 
1729 the Irish element had Increased 
so largely in Pennaylvania that a 
prominent member lof the Prorincial 
Government expressed himself glad 
to find tlMt the Parliament (of Great 
Britain) waa about to take measures 
to prevent a too forceful immigra- 
tion of Irish settlers. "It looks," he 
said, "as If Ireland is to send all her 
inhabitants hither: tor last week not 
less thsn six ships arrived, and every 
day two or three arrive also. The 
oommon fear is that if they eontinue 
to come they will make llicniselvos 
proprietors of the pi .i\ iiu-c. '

war the tit^'r I:..- 'ithe of 

agistment, or tithe on i.a-^nirai.'e of 
cattle, made pasturnpe so nuieh more 
profifahlp than tillape ilial the land- 
lords tliroupliout the north of Ire- 
land heir.in to consolidate their farms 
and expel their tenantry, most of 
whom were Protestants. Whole vil- 
laces of Protestants, the descendants 
of those who iiad been induced to set- 
tle in Ireland by the exclnsive priv- 
alepes conceded to them by the pol- 
i< v of the English Gorernment, were 
d epopiilated. 

I he Rev. T. A- Spencer la his hls- 
torv of the United States saya: "In 
1737 multitudes of laborers and hne- 
bandmen in Ireland, unable to pro- 
cure a comfortable snbstinence for 
their famiUea In their native Ian.', 
embarked for America." Speaking of 
New HampsWi* in 1738 ke says: "The 
manufacture of linen was consid- 
erablv increased by the coming of 
Irish'immigrapts to ■this colony." On 
the general subject of pre-revolu- 
tionary I^igration he make* these 



statements: "No complete memorial 
haa been transmitted of the emigre- 
tiona that took place from Knrop? 
to America, but from the few illustra- 
tive faets that are actually preserved 
they seem to have been amazinply 
copious. In the years 1771-7J. the 
numlier of emigrant to .\nieriea from 
Ireland alone anic unt- to I7,:i."0 M- 
most all of them eiinf.'i ;i t c'd at tlieir 
own charge; a (.reat majority >f 
them were persons employed in tin- 
linen manufacture, or farmers )ios- 
sessed of Bome property which they 
converted into mom-y and carried 
with them. Within the first fort- 
I'iphf of .\up\ist. 177;!. there arrixe"! 
at I'hiladelpliia :i,.-i(i0 imm iirr.-i ii t s from 
Irelanil. :irid friMn the same document 
wlii.-li rec,. riled this I'ircunistance \* 
appear- til. IT \.-vs,.ls were arrivinp 
every nioiirli fre.iphted with immi- 
prants from Hcdland. fiermany, and 
esnecially from Inland and the 
Hi-. .lands of Scotlaiul, As most of 
the immipranls. and particularly 
^tho-^e from Ireland and Scotland, 
were personally discontented with 
i th/jr -tr-oiiimeiit in Europe, their 
accession to the colonial population, 
'. It might reasonably be supposed, 
[had no tendency to diminish or coun- 
teract the hostile sentiments towanl 
Britain which wem dally gathering 
force in America." These Irish immi- 
grants did not settle down in the 
cities, but pushed out into the wiMei-- 
ness to make homes for themselves, 
and th* Pennsylvania authorities 
complained that they fomented 
trouble with the Indian tribes by 
their disp<isition to intrude on the 
Indian hiintinp pround in their search 
for lands. From Pennsylvania they 
pushed down into the Valley of Vir- 
ginia and many settle^l in the Car- 
olinas. , 

The struggle for Ameriean inde- 
pendence had no more -trennous sup- 
porters than the Irish-born and Irish- 
desoended i-olonist-^ of that time, lie- 
fore a committee oi the P.ritish House 
of Commons on the conduct of th<' 
.\nierican war, of which Kilmund 
Ilurke was a meml>er. Major Cen. 
Hobertson. who had served in Amer- 
ica for twcniv four years, when asked 
bv Iturke "liow are the Provincial 
corps composed: arc they mostly 
\inirieans or emigrants from the 
various nations of Europe?" General 
Kobertson's answer was: "Some corps 
mo-^tlv natives; the greatest number 
such as can be got. • • • General Lee 
(Charles) informed me that half the 
rebel continental (regular) army 
were from Ireland.'' The Irish names 
in the register of Revolutionary 
soldiers publiafaied by the State of 
New Jersey in 1878 shows • remark- 
able number of Irish names. 

Not only la tbe rank and file of 
WaahingtoB's army, but among the 
most distinguished officers were men 
of Irish birth, of Irish des.-.-nt r.en- 
erals Anthony Wayne, Hemy Knox 
and Edward Hank, Washinpion s .\d- 
jntant General, were sons of Irish 
parents. Generals Walter Stuart, 
William Thompson and William Ir- 
vine were born in Ireland, as was 
John Barry, the first Commoilore of 
the Ameirican navy, (lenerul Kichard 
Montgomery, who was killed at Que- 
bec, was born at Cunroy I astle, near 
Raphoe, in County lK)nepal. On the 
news of his death Sir Henry Newn- 
harm appeare<l in the Irish Parlia- 
ment in full mourninp. and when gen- 
eral Montpomery's wife visited Ire- 
land she was visited by the Duke of 
Lenister and the Karl of Charlemont, 
Ceneral John Sullivan and his two 
brothers, Daniel and Elreaezer, were 
among the mos-t distinguished Kevo- 
lutiunarv .-(dditrs, and Daniel Web- 
ster used t.) take pleasure In imitat- 
ing' the ricii liropue of General John 
aturk, tbe hcj-o of Bennington, who 
was the son of one of the oldeat Irish 
colonists of New Hampshire. 

Some time before the Revolutionary 
war there had been formed by the 
Irish settlers "The Society of the 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick." where 
CathoUcs, Presbyterians, Quakers and 
Episcopalians were unit«d as a band 
of brothers. In the year 1766 the 
Gloucester Fox-hunting Club was in- 
stituted and continued its meetings 
.ill 1818. Many of Its members were 
also members of the Sons of St, Pat- 
rick, and from the two associations 
was formed the "first troop of Penn- 
syhanla cavalry." of which General 
Washington said: "Thouirh composed 
of gentlemen .if foitnne. they have 
■huwn a noble ixami)le anil subordina- 
tion, and in several actii-ns have 
shown a spirit and bravery which will 
ever do honor to them, and will ever 
be gratefully remembered by me," 

Until the "flames of war broke out 
the objects of the Society of the 
Friendly S. ns of -^t. Patrick were 
purely social and convivial. They met 



and dinetl and rang and joked as Irish- 
men have been wont to do from time 
immmnorlal. and many a tlm« Wash- 
ington was present at tlwdr festivi- 
ties. On December 17. 1781. Gn'eeral 
Washington was "unanimously adopt- 
ed a member of the seoiety.'' and 
not only did he accept the preferred 
honor, but also an invitation to din- 
ner, at which were the brave-t and 
most distinguished Generals o: tiie 
allied armies of France and .vnicriea. 
The side whii'h the society took In 
till' IJev oliii iona ry war was early un- 
iiiNtakal>l.\ indicated by i)w.\r pro- 
cei'iliiiL'- ill a ineeMnp on Deceinler 
17. I77"i, when lUie Thonias I'.ott was 
by a iinanimiuis vote expelled from 
the socii'ty for "takiiip an active part 
apainst the lilie.rties of Amerii'a " The 
dcMilion of the meiiiliers of the -o- 
l iely to :lie cause of American lilierty 
was acknowledped by Wa-hiiipton 
liimsclf in .-I letti'r to the President 
of the society in which he des<'ribed 
the society as "distinpuislied fin 
the firm iidherence of its members 
to the plorioiis l ausc in which we are 
einibarked." Stephen Moylan, the 
first President of the society, a na- 
tlv-e; of the south of Ireland and 
brother to the Catholic 3i8hop uf 
Cork, was distinguished by the con- 
fidence of Washington and rose to 
the rank of Brigadier General of cav- 
alry. Col. Richard Butler, a member, 
became a Major Gtoeral in the United 
.states army and was killed by an 
Indian at St. Clair's defeat in 17P1. 

The Friendly Sons of St. Patrick 
not only distinguished themselves an 
i^oldlers' but they rendered rtther not 
less useful services. .\t a time when 
everything depr-nded on the vigorous 
prosecution of the war it was found 
almost Impossible to arouse the pub- 
lic spirit of Ihe Americans.

It was the thne of St Patrick, in 
the fifth century, that helle iN^an to 
t>e adopted in the Cliriatian chnrch, 
though their use in other directions 
was long anterior to Christianity, a» 
Mr. Laylard records hrrlng fonnU 
Muine in the palace of Nimroud. The 
first Christian bells, like Patrick's, 
weighed only a few ounces, and from 
that they (gradually increased till 
tht- greatest weight was reached in 
Mo.-fi'DH- with tons of beautifully 
riiriclii-'l work, a strange contrast to 
thf liMMihli- "Clogan-eadliaeta I'at- 
Miic," or ••lH^ll of Patrick's well,'' 
>>i>uii-t lines referred to as the bell of 
Armagh, with its (lijiiiiiiili\e ilimeii- 
slons of six Inches high by live Inches 
l)r.);i(l. four iiu-hes ileeji, made of thin 
sheets of liuuiniered iron, t>eat into 
a four silled form, fastened with riv- 
ets and liriizened or bron/ed. This 
l)ell is at onee the most authentie 
and tile oldest Irish relic uf Christian 
metal work that has descended to us, 
and Is mentioned in the "Annals" un- 
der the date of 553. 

Such as this were the bells of the 
ecu ly aposttos of Ireland, but the age 
» us a progreasive one, and advancing 
art soon claimed the bells to work on, 
and the hammered Iron gave way to 
bronie castings, more skilful work- 
manship and to more perfect rcson- 
nnc«>. Wc are fortunate enough to 
have on loan the finest example in 
the Bangor bell of what the craft 
of bell making had advaiued to by 
the time the tenth century had 
dawned. For 500 years the iron b^ll 
of Patrick had done Us duty, and 
now it had to be laid by. 

The siiuie story ajiplies to iiiauy 
otiier fammis liells of Ireland an ! 
tlnir shrine.-., but the ehnreli loved 
these .in -ient ()«lls. aiid their assoeia- 
timis rendered them most prec'ous 
relies Tliey niust l)e preserved, and 
the far famous gold workers of Ire- 
!a.id came to the rescue and brougl-.t 
the national art, then in the aenitli 



of its perfection, to bear on the 
"(•ases" to hold them. <alled 
"shrines." and by far the most beau- 
tiful of all was that for the bell of 
the great patron saint of Ireland. 

I'lie t iirl\ eliureli hnilders and arti- 
ficers of Ireland were sldllful and 
bold an<l fearless in their creations. 
\\"\th ail independence of thou|^t 
tliey struck ont original lines to 
work on. We see it in the stone 
roofed churches, the stately round 
towers, the great crosses— a model 
of one, the finest cross on earth, 
stands near the case containing the 
Ik'Hs— and by the preaenration of the 
l>elU themselves we see in the re- 
liquaries or shrines another master 
thought, repeated nowhere else, and 
these remain a purely Irish charaeier- 
istic. A few found a resting place 
in Scotland, but a great authority 
says "they are attributed to Irish 
saints, ond we naturally turn to Ire- 
land in search of the p:n-. nt L'ronp.'' 

The "shrine" was ni.i ;• ,!l■•l.>^~e 
tlie rude iron bell. Thi.s fin.- .-xaniple 
of the goldsmith's work ninsi liave 
l)een executed beitween the years 1091 
an<l no.',, wheti Donell Mc.\uley, 
whose name is t,n\en in the inscril*- 
lion. filled the see of .\rniagh. The 
sliriup is made of brass, on vvhich^ 
the oritaniental parts are fastened 
down with rivets. The front is 
adorned with sil\er irilt plated, and 
knot \Noik in ^folden filijfree. 'I'hc 
siher work is partly covered with 
ser.>lls. some in alto-relievo and some 
ill bas-relief- It is nl.so decorated 
with gems and crystals, and on the 
sides are animal forms, elongated and 
twisted into interlaced scrolls. Since 
tlw oriK'inal shrine was made, in 1091, 
It has never been lost sight of, but 
has been banded down from custodian 
to custodian, generally of the same 
family.

He is 
moanted on a snow white eharger 
whose ahoes of solid silrer, and 
the tradftioB Insists that should the 
horse at any time appear with his 
silver ahoes worn out, either an Karl 
of Ktldare or a member of the Fitz- 
gerald family, of which he is the 
chief, will annihilate all the enemies 
of Ireland. 

It is declared that Lord Kdward 
Fitzgerald, the ill-fated son of the 
twentieth l-:arl of Kildare ami first 
Duke of I.einster, caught sight of this 
ghostly apparition and imatfined that 
th,- silver shoes were worn out. and 
that it was this wliirh li-d liini to 
head the rising ■<< ' •- " ' - i ' . -idled 
ill his arr-sl and hi~ dialh in prison 
from his wounds.

General Richard Montgomery was 
bom in Ireland in 1736. Entered the 
British army at the aflre of eijfhteen, 
serving throuvh the French and In- 
dian war in the Colonies and Canada 
with such courage that when peace 
wQB declared he held the commis- 
sion of Colonel, though only twenty- 
three years of age. He traveled in 
Knrope for several yenrs, and in 
177:2. »yinpathizin(? with the Ameri- 
can colonies in their protests against 
injustice, he resigned his commission 
in the Ilritish army and came to this 
coiinlry. fiiiall.v settling on a farm 
in Ihichess connty. N. Y. He was a 
member of the first Provincial ("on- 
ventioii of New York, in 177.'). after 
llic hatllc ol' Lexinirloti ; \ipliclil an<l 
III Ml ' . aii-i' of the Kcv oliit ion.

Montgomery, without 
awaiting Arnold's arrival, attacked 
and captured the forts at St .lohn's. 
rhamblee and Montreal, and advanced 
toward Quebec. The combined 
.Vmerican force was anmller than the 
garrtaon, lacked artillery, and were 
greatly weakened from cold and hun- 
ger. 'Montgomery decided to carry 
the forts by assault, and before ilay- 
liy-lit on tiie inorninfir of Deci'mlier 
177:.. in a liliii'liiiir -llo^^ storm 
anil o\cr ice y.>r;rcs. MoiiliroiiiiTy led 
his troops. The first liariicr was 
taken after desperate fiifhtiinr. ami 
on to the »e<'on(l Montiromery call- 
ing out: "Men of New York, follow 
where your deneral leads." They had 
reached the base of th*". barricade, a 
flash anil roar of artillery, and the 
Americans were repulsed with heavy 
loss. Montgomery lay dead, pierced 
with three wonnda.

Ma.j.ir (ii ii. .\ntli.iny Wayne, kii.iwn 
as "Mad .\iithony" liecaiisc of his 
reckle.s.s bravery, was born in K.ist 
Town, Pa., in 1749.

Isaac Wayne, came from Ireland. 
Young Wayne graduated in mathe- 
matica and W^neering. wa« land 
surveyor of bis native county in 1774, 
member of the Legislature and the 
Committee of Public Safety in 177.'>. 
On hearing oS the battle of Lexington 
he resigned his seat, ralsnd a regi- 
ment of vr>liinteprs and wns commis- 
sioned a* Colonel, Karly In 1776 his 
reyinient was ordered to New York 
and thence t.i Canada, participating 
in !!w r.atil.- ..f Thr.'.' i;i\.T-. Wayne 
lii'in;.' u oiin.j.'d. He coMiliicti'd llic 
r**treat *o 'ri.'onder.tifa. >a\inir 'lie 
army fr.ini <'aptiire. for which he was 
apj)ointed llri^adicr (iciieral. lie was 
in conunand of the rear jfiiani of 
Washington's army in the r.'treat 
from New York to Philadelphiu, re- 
jiiilsed and held in check the British 
a nd later drove them out of New Jer- 
sey.

On the ar- 
rival of Washington with the ma^u 
army he reversed the or»W, and 
Wayne's force was in the thickest of 
the fight, which wa>fe.| all day. end- 
iiiv.' in the repulse of the l!iili-~h. who 
reireated toward New \iivU ilnrinir 
the nifflit. In /"ulv. I77'i. h.' coiiiniaini- 
ed the successful assault on Slouv 
I'lint. and in the f.illowin^' year he 
liroke up a Tory renile/\ou~ at Ucrj^eu 
Neck, de»tr<)yini>- tlieir fort. In 17SI 
Wayne and his l'eniis\ Ivania troops 
were ordered to \ ir>fiiiiu to assist in 
checking C;ornwallls, and on July S 
attacked hi« rear guard.

llriif. (ieu. Stephen .M lylan was a 
native of Ireland, rcsidint; iu I'ennsyl- 
vania. He was amonK- the first from 
I'ennHylvania to join Washington nt 
Boston, by whom be waa appointed 
an aide. He did good aervlce as com- 
mander of a regiment of dragoons; 
took active part in the battles at 
Germnntown in 1777, endured the 
hardships of Valley Fm-ge, was active 
in New \'.)rk and Connecticut in 1779, 
w:.s witii (ien- Wayne in his daring 
raids ill I7su. and r.erved with (ien. 
rjreeiie in the ( arolinas. (leori^ia and

Itrifj. (ien. ,laincs .M.iori- was a na- 
tive of North Carolina, liiil of Iriah 
descent. Ilis K-randfiither. the first

military service was active, though 
brief. He organized and commanded 
the Colonists in a decisive battte at 
Cross Creek, gaining a signal victory 
In I77(>, for which he waa voted the 
thanks of the North Carolina Provin- 
cial Council. While en route with 
troops to join Washington, shortly 
afterward, Qen. Moore died of Bwam]>

There is no rivalry between Mr. 
Croker and John Redmond, the Irish 
leader, and the mention of Mr.

"Thtoe ia no disposition In Ire-, 
land to carry the present agitation! 
for home rule to the point of vio- 
lence- The present Nationalist mem- 
bers of Parliament have the full ron-j 
fidence of the Irish Home Kulo 
party- I anticipate no split between 
the "anti-sectarian and clerical divis- 
ions of the party. The United Irish 
League will retain full control of the 



home mle moviement. The home rule 
cause is on tbe whole stronger in 
Ireland today than when Cilsdstone's 
bill was killed by the House of Lords. 
I believe thte sentiment is fully shared 
by Irishmen in all parts of the plolie. 
The movement for advancing Ire- 
land's coninicrcial interests liy pivinp 
preference to all Irish goods is be- 
comiiip a factor in the situation and 
should be earnestly supported by the 
Irish in .\mericii. for what Is this 
but. h<mie rule in a small way? 

"The prnetieal duty of Irish-.\meri- 
cans at the present moment Is to 
contribute liberally to- the home nil* 
cause. The Irish members of Parlia- 
ment serve without pay and no cause 
can be properly advanced without 
working funds. Politically Irish- 
.Ainericans might materially advance 
th<e cause if they had sufficient power 
in America to Inflaonee the Govern- 
ment to brinp pressure upon Great 
Hritain by a retaliatory tariff or 
<ither treaties. Irish prosperity has on 
the whole been inclosing in recent 
years. Thi:< is due to two causes, 
partly to the continual •■inij.'ratiiui. 
wliich is redueinp the -train npiui tlie 
limited capacity of the cnuntr.v to 
su|i[iort a lartrc population under the 
present laiiil -\-tcm, ami partly to 

the patriotic wmint .ilmve re- 

ferreil to iit home ami abroad in sup- 
port of the Irish itdustrii's. Tlie 
Itritish (eivirtiment is most unwise 
it, refusinp lionie r.ile to Ireland. If 
it was prant'tMl Ireland would become 
one of the most faithful adjuncts 
of the crown. I feel assured that if 
the King had the settlement of the 
question home rula would be granted 
and that confidemte ia shared by a 
great majority of the Iriah people, 
with whom King Edward is most 
popular."

Cardinal .lames tiibbons. the high- 
est Catholic dignitary In America, is 
a man who believes in the aimple life. 
When strangers go to Baltimore they 

naturally look up the C-ardlnal's res- 
idence, expecting to find a palace, 
but they are disappointed. The Car- 
dinal lives in a plain old-fashioned 
■house, and the furnishings are of the 
ordinary kind found In American 
houses. The American Cardinal's 
simple life has been the source, of 
comment because it differs so much 
from that of the Cardinals who live 
in Home. In a recent luapa/ine 
article a writer dwicribes how one of 
the Roman Cardinals is received when 
lie goes out culling. This Cardinal is 
.Mei'ry del Val, the Papal .Secretary 
of Slate, 

•■When Del \al accepts an invita- 
tion to a (iri\ate residence or a for- 
♦•ig"!! embassy he is received at the 
foot of the stairs, according to the 
<d(l Roman fashion, by two servants 
with lifrhted torches, who escort him 
to the reception rooma and await 
his departure in tbe corridors. He is 
accompanied wherever lie goes by a 
gentleman-in-watting — a gorgeous 
figure In knee breeches, cocked hat 
and s.vord--who sits in his carriage, 
stands near him at church function* 
and walks iH-hind him when he take* 
his exercise. He drives in a vehicle, 
sombre and heavy, drawn by two 
lilai-k stallions with flowing manes, 
etc." 

.\merica's Cardinal affects none of 
these things. He has no "palace.'' 
I ll* I' l'v in an cM-fashioned roomy 
maiivLiii which if officially known as 
(he ■■( ardinal's Kesidence," and is 
thus ilesignaled on the Cardtnal'.s 
stationery. When he drives any- 
where it is In a pleblan cab hired for 
the occasion. When he goes for a 
walk, either for exercise or on busi- 
ness, be goes alone, bis spare forir. 
being a ramiliar one on the streets 
of Baltimore. His attire, except when 
in the pulpit. Is of the plainest, dlf- 
•■evini.' but little from that of any 
oiliir prie-t save for the flat red 
scarf at his neck, the zuchetto 'if 
till- same hue upon his head and the 
amethyst ring upon the ihi|-'l fin- 
ger of ills right liai.d. which aie the 
insignia of his rank and which it is 
liisdnlyto wear at all times. He has no 
bodyguard, no persimal attendant, no 
gent leman-iii-wait ing-. While Merr.v del 
Val. in Uonie, "doe- as the Itonians 
do," Cardinal Gibbons, in Italtimore. 
so far as outward appearances go. 
"does as the Baltimoreans do." This 
much all Baltimore knows of him. 

The big, old-fashioned mansion oc- 
cupies almofrt two-thirds of the 
block on Charles street, between 
Mulberry and Franklin, in what was 
formerly the nH)st fashionable sec- 
tion of the Monumental Cit.v. Busi- 
ness has encroached U|)on the nelgh- 
borlioocl, liowi ver. crowding' the one- 
time residents into other sections 
and leaving tlii' Cardinal's home sur- 
rouniled by millinery, tailoring and 
other establishments, with here am 
there a boarding house. K\trenie siin 
pllcity marks the furnishings of the 
entire eKfablishnient. The main 
hallway is tiled and devoid of furni- 
ture except a grandfather's clock 
and three atraight-baoked chairs. In 
the reception rooma the furniture 1»' 
extremely plain. No carpeta nor rugs 
cover the floors. In the north aide 
of the main hall, opposito the Car- 
dinal's study, is the offive of Rev. P. 
C. (iavan. Chancellor of the Arch- 
diocese, who together with Bishop 
Curtis, the Vicar fieneral; Pev. W, T. 
Itussell. tlip Cardinal's Secretary ; 
liev. William \. Fletcher, rector of 
the [larish. anil the l!e>, T.ouis 
O'Doiiovan. c<ins;itntc the Cardiual's 
official family and live under his 
roof-tree. The <lonic.stic arrange- 
ments are in the hands of three S^^ 
ters of Providence, aided by Nathan, 
a atalwart young colored man, who 
acta aa butler and man of all work, 
and Harry, a boy of about fourteen, 
who answers tiio doorbell and makes 
himself generally useful. Not a very 
expensive entourage for a prince of 
the Church. 

I ill' Cardinal arises at 6 o'clock, 
sjieiids an hour in meditation and 
prayer, says mass In the Cathedral 
and breakfasts at Then he takes 
up his morning mail, which includes 
letters from all parts of the conn- 
try. He then takes a walk anil 
mingles with the people of lialtimore 
like any other .Xmirican citi/en. 1 

Dinner at |i. m. after five 

hours of hard work — a piece of meat j 
no larger than a man's _ hand, two 
vegetablea. a slice of bread and p ' 
cup of tea. It may be added in this ' 
eonaeetlon that roast lamb is the Oar 
dlnal's favorite dinner dish, and this 
is the only meal His Eminence really { 
enjoys. Supper at 6:30 p. m. — a piece 
of toast, a cup of tea. an apple, ant' 
sometimes, though very rartiy, a 
piece of cold meat al>ont the size of 
one's inde.\ finger. The Cardinal 
smokes. Three mild cigars a day are 
his limit. 

When at homn he can look out of 
the window of his study, and but for 
interM'iiing" buildings could see the 
spi't upiiri \\liie!i -i'loil the house in 
which he was born. .Mmost under the 
shadow of bis residence is tbe ancient 
Cathedra], the first erected in Amer- 
ica, in which he was ordained a 
priest at the age of twenty-seven;
